BORDER CLASH 


Tokyo, Feb. 2 (A P;—Domei <Jap ­ 
anese news agency) reported today 
from H anking, capital of Manchou- 
kuo, that a Manchoukuo garrison 
had killed five soviet Russian sol­ 
diers and wounded three in a clash 
60 miles northeast of Manchuli. 
'Manchu!!, on the northw est bor­ 
der of Manchoukuo, is th a t point at 
which the railroad across Siberia 
reaches Manchoukuo.) 
Domei said officials had protested 
to the soviet consulate at Harbin. 
The agency said authorities re­ 
ported a force of IOO Russians had 
crossed the frontier but th a t the 
Manchoukuo force suffered no cas­ 
ualties. 
The foreign office here said it had 
fragm entary reports of a “m inor in­ 
cident.’’

dis­ 
claimed knowledge of any border 
clash. 
Officials said no protest had been 
received from Russia. 
'T he soviet governm ent in Mos­ 
cow Wednesday reported th a t 18 
apanese and M anchoukuo soldiers 
attem pted to take possession of a 
soviet island in the Argun river, at 
the Siberia-M anchoukuo boundary. 
One soviet soldier and seven Ja p ­ 
anese were reported killed or wound­

CAR THIEF FLEES 
AFTER SENSING 
CAPTOR'S RUSE 


C aptured by Deputy Sheriff B 
E. Bixler through a ruse, an auto­ 
mobile thief, who escaped into the 
darkness w-hen a Littlestown street 
light revealed his captor was u n ­ 
armed, was being hunted by state 
and county officers today in an in­ 
tensive search tha* has been ex­ 
tended to nearby communities. 
After being notified by telephone 
to come to Gettysburg for his son, 
W arren L Bixler, Littlestown R. 2, 
whose coach-type automobile had 
been stolen in the first block of 
Baltimore street here shortly be­ 
fore 3 o’clock this morning. Deputy 
Sheriff Bixler, who also resides near 
Littlestown, recognized a car he met 
enroute here as the missing m achine 
and gave chase. 
Bixler had met the car on the 
Bonneauville-Littlestown road, near 
Sw’eet Home schoolhouse, but al­ 
though he pressed his car to a 
rapid speed he did not overtake the 
fleeing thief until he reached the 
northern edge of Littlestown. 
Forced Car to Stop 
There the deputy sheriff forced 
the other car to the roadside near 
Crouse’s garage, The deputy sheriff 
had no gun but pressed into use 
his 
only 
weapon—-a 
night stick. 
Pointing th at stick from his auto­ 
mobile at the m an in the other car, 
he ordered the man to the roadway 
with his hands raised above his 
head 
and then directed him 
to 
m arch tow'ard tile center of town 
while the officer followed in the 
car.

R 
ATHER than to read 
the autobiography of a m an 
or woman, I would 
prefer to read the letters they have w ritten across th e years. 
A 
person is off parade when he writes a letter. He opens the gates of his 
personality and lets himself out. 
I cannot enthuse over the novels of Henry James, but I like his p ub­ 
lished letters. A Shaw letter reads like a preface to himself. And D. H. 
; Lawrence wrote letters th at read us fascinatingly as any novel. 
I have 
I read books on Vincent Van Gogh — but his published letters have told 
me as to what m anner of man he really was. 
Charles Lamb wrote letters th a t sparkle with the same genius as do 
his essays. 
There is an intim acy in them , however, th a t his essays do 
not reach. There have been a dozen or m ore books written about Emily 
Dickinson, the elusive American mystical poet, yet none reveal and unfold 
ner personality as do those two volumes of her letters published long ago. 
I once purchased, at auction, a long letter by W. H. Hudson, the 
naturalist, written to another famous w riter friend. 
In it he opened his 
heart and wrote a wonderful tribute to his mother. Frequently I take it 
from its hiding place and re-read it. 
As my fingers touch its pages I 
fancy a lingering love still warm from those w ritten words. 
How we prize the letters from those who we greatly adm ire or love. 
They seem too precious to destroy and so we keep them — and go silently 
to them for our still, lonely moments. 
Next to the sound of the hum an voice of a friend is a letter from 
th at friend. 
As you look at the formed words you think of the fingers 
that moved in their formation and of the mind and heart th a t centered 
their thought upon them, breathing into the silent waves between the 
miles oi separation, unuttered words — too full for expression. Like those 
letters from a m other’s heart, or those from a passionate love. 
No m atter howr the world may change, hum an nature will forever 
rem ain unaltered, and letters will continue to reveal it from heart to heart. '

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FRANCE SEEKS 
BORDER TRUCE; 
ADDS TO GUARD 


Perpignan, France, Feb. 2 'AP) — 
F rench authorities worked today for 
a “border truce" in an effort to 
prevent Spanish government troops 
from being driven across the frontier 
by Generalissimo Francisco Franco’s 
push toward the north. 
French troop re-inforcements also 
began moving up to the border to 
block by force, if necessary, the 
threatened stampede. 
Three bat­ 
talions arrived at Perpignan from 
central France and officers came 
from a dozen regiments to prepare 
the way for thousands more men. 
Although 
official 
figures 
were 
withheld. France’s present frontier 
force was understood to number 
10,000. with a total of 50,000 ready 
to cover the border if the Spanish 
government’s Catalonian forces a t­ 
tempt to cross into France with 
their arms. 
Negotiations were said by inform­ 
ed sources to have been started di­ 
rectly with the Spanish government 
and indirectly with the insurgents, 
through Great Britain, to halt the 
fighting if it comes much closer to 
the French frontier. 
If Franco’s troops conquer Gerona 
province, border sources said, the 
Spanish government’s chances of 
holding out in Catalonia will fall 
from their present low to almost 
zero. 
In that event it was hoped 
the government, not at Figueras. 
would give up the one-sided struggle 
in Catalonia and leave for central 
Spain with what fighting men it j 
could take by sea.

A well-informed officer, who has 
a very high opinion of Germany’s 
aircraft engineers and their pro­ 
ducts, told the writer that American 


military men are not worried about 
foreign Diesel developments. He said 
the world’s foremost research work 
in that field is being done in this 
country. 
Nazi Lead Causes Worry 
What does worry American de­ 
fense planners is Germany's tre­ 
mendous lead in three vital aspects 
of air strength. These are: 
I. The Reich’s 10.000 modern planes 
ready for war service today. (Italy 
has 6,000, Britain, 5,000, the United 
States 4.000, Japan 2,500 and France 
2,200. These figures include modern 
planes of all types.) 
2. The large and rapidly increas­ 
ing number of German military pi­ 
lots. 
Hitler’s 
trained 
pilots 
are 
estimated at 20,000 compared with 
about 5,000 for this country. 
3. Germany's rapid production of 
aircraft. The average monthly out­ 
put was 500 during 1938, stepped up 
to 1,000 in November, which is triple 
the

average. 
Germany has 400.000 aircraft me­ 
chanics: the U. S., 36.000. 
While recent European technical 
developments are described by U. S.
